Extreme Cruelty; This is the
most popular ground for ‘divorce
in California, covering as it does
a whole gamut of offenses, real
and imaginary. The-cruelty may
be _expressed by violence, by
words, by acts or omissions,
which- courts deem to be cruel
things for one spouse to do to
andther. In addition to the re-
quirement: that the act com-
plained—ofbe—legally cruel, it
must also be an act which was
accepted as cruel to this plain-
tiff._ Thus, obscene language by
a husband with reference to his

wife is shown to have been
equally obscene, the court will
say that such language was not
cruel to this particular plaintiff-
wife. |

Neglect: This means
the failure ‘for' at least one year
